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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
degradable materials of the Moradi-Araghi reference are not directed to acting as a constrictive member, the test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art.
